At the beginning of December, 1921, 
the Board of Trinity College, Dublin, re- 
quested the members of Parliament for | 
the University, both. at Westminster and 
Dublin, to support the Anglo-Irish 
Treaty. In the circumstances this was a 
very notable act of faith. The Govern- 
ment of Ireland Act, of 1920, had guaran- | 
tesd to Trinity College an annual grant 
of £30,000, and on the strength of that 
guarantee the College had undertaken 
considerable expenditure and had en- 
couraged the ill-paid members of its staff 
to expect increases of salary. The Treaty 
annihilated the grant and the College, in 
supporting the Treaty, was left with no 
other security than Mr. Arthur Griffith’s 
promise of fair play. We shall expréss 
at once our opinion that events have done 
much to justify the College s faith in the 
honour of the Free State Government. 
Negotiations have been on foot for some

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LABOUR CRITICS OF LOWER 
BEER DUTY. 


From Our PARLIAMENTARY CORRESPONDENT. 
WESTMINSTER, Wednesday. 

The concluding stage of the Finance Bill 
was marked by speeches which were, in the 
main, a repetition of the arguments already 
‘advanced on the second reading. 

The utmost that the critics could: do was to 
ask the House to reject the bill in toto, and 
this Mr. Snowden proceeded to do, though 
he could have had no expectation that his 
appeal had any chance of success. Mr. Snow- 
den’s indictment of the Budget proposals was 
that they were framed in the interests of the 
rich. He also somewhat freely expressed his 
opinion of the Tory Party, and said that yes- 
terday’s debate on the registration of land 
values was really worth 50 seats to the Labour 
Party at the next General Election. 

Mr. Hilton Young discoursed learnedly on 
the merits or demerits of inflation and defla- 
tion as having an important bearing upon 
trade and commefce. The conclusion he 
ultimately came to was that it was best to 
preserve an eyen balance—neither up nor 
down, 

Mr. Wise and Sir E. Stockton considered 
the Budget, as a whole, was a very good one 
from the point of view of sound finance, and 
cven Commander Kenworthy was pleased to 
observe that we had really made a good bar- 
gain with America in regard to debt. 

The Financial Secretary, dealing with séme 
observations from Labour members that they 
would have preferred a reduction of the sugar 
tax rather than “weer. was not at all sure 
that the majority of their constituents would 
take that view. In regard to the country’s 
financial position generally, he thought we 
might well be proud of the fact that we had 
done more to pay our way since the armistice 
than any other nation in Europe. 

It was close upon 11 o'clock before the 
Prime Minister rose to reply on the debate. 
With regard to the duty on sugar, he hoped 
that by next year the position would have so 
improved that it might be found possible to 
mak> some reduction. .His answer to 
criticisms on the question of inflation or de- 
flation was that, in the opinion of the Govern- 
ment, the right policy was to keep prices 
steady and on a-level. he expressed his 
satisfaction at the arrangement that has been 
come to with regard to the American debt, 
and spoke of the friendliness which had been 
shown in the discussion.

University Magazines. 


We learn that the Queen’s University, 
Belfast, proposes to found a magazine. 
In so doing it will bring itself into line 
with. nearly all the other universities of 
these islands. Oxford has its “Isis,” 
Cambridge its “Granta,” and Trinity 
College; Dublin, its “T.C.D.” |The 
National University of Ireland publishes 
from time to time a lively record of its 
affairs, while the old universities of Scet- 
land and most of the new universities of 
England furnish opportunities for the 
fleshing of undergraduate pens. It is sug- 
gested that the Northern venture will 
have more ambitious ideals than the ordi- 
nary run of university journalism, which 
traffics mainly in the badinage of the 
common-room, the gossip of. the playing- 
fields and the lighter varieties 
verse. Such an innovation would. be 
welcome. Trinity College had its “ Kot- 
tabos’’—a most brilliant fusion of 
classical scholarship with nineteenth 
century wit and humour—and still 
has its “Hermathena’’; but “Herma- 
thena’s’’ circulation, though world-wide, 
is confined strictly to the very learned. 
These islands lack a really fine university 
magazine, of a character at once general 
and special, deep and bright, scholarly 
and familiar. Why should not such a 
magazine be born in Ireland, which has 
been the nutriz—sometimes, alas! the 
.arida nutriz—of so many great men of 
letters and distinguished journalists? The 
Belfast Telegraph reminds u: of the fame 
of the “Dublin University Magazine ” 
when William Maginn, Charles Lever |.

U.S.A. TARIFF COMMISSION. 

The Committee, the Chairman continued, 
had, been: compared to the American. Tariff 
Commission, and in the minds of many people 
the functions of the Committee were quite 
similar, In reality there was a big difference 
between them. Tariff Commission of the 
U.S.A. was a permanent Commission, and 
did not formulate any economic policy whatso, 
ever. The economic policy was. formulated 
by Congress, by whom also the rates and 
| schedules were drawn up. The chief. duty of 
the Tariff Commission was to apply the rates 
and schedules to definite facts. —. 

The Tariff Commission also investigated the 
conditions. of various industries seeking, pro- 
tection. The Commission also acted in an 
advisory capacity, but had nothing to say to’ 
the formulating of a policy. . 

In the Tariff Act of 1 there had been 
introduced a new principle, known as the 
“elastic clause,” by which the President of 
the U.S.A. could increase or decrease any 
given rate by 50 per cent. Before he did 
that he had got to ascertain all the facts 
concerning the industry which was seeking 
this increase or decrease, and these facts were 
ascertained for him by the Tariff Commission, 
It was a very important principle, as it re- 
moved tariffs from the influence of politics.

DIOCESE OF TUAM. 


FAILURE TO ELECT A BISHOP. 


The Primate presided yesterday at a Synod 
ot the Church of Ireland for the United 
Dioceses of Tuam, Killala, and Achnory, which 
was held in Claremorris, to elect a bishop in 
the rdom of the late. Dr. Ross. | 
Several names were proposed and seconded, 
but none of them received the requisite 
sy | of clerical and lay votes. 

Mr. Justice Samuels acted as assessor. 
At the outset the Primate paid a tribute to 
the personal worth of the late Dr. Ross, who, 
he said, was an honour to his Church and to 
his country and one of the best of men. They 
were living in difficult times, and many of 
those on whom they depended in _ various 
ways for . leadership had left w their 
shores. Houses that were centres of vivid 
life, and of a strong Christian faith, lie 
empty or ruined. 
But, said the Primate, I would most 
earnestly press upon you the truth that these 
facts but add to our responsibility—to our 
need of more faith, more zeal, stronger deter- 
mination to carry on the work of God in this 
land through the instrumentality of . our 
ancient Church. Do not despair either of 
our country or of our Church! There were 
epochs in the past, when anarchy was worse, 
and its results more desolating. There were 
times when our Church was weaker. ‘ her 
numbers fewer, ‘her outlook darker, There 
were times when faith and hope almos‘ 
failed utterly: : 
Now, I affirm that our Church to-day has 
a far more vigorous spiritual life, a far 
stronger hold, on her people, and a far 
brighter outlook than at some of those past 
epochs. : Also. [' know for. a__ fact 
that many of those who have left our 
shores are longing for an opportunity to 
return. They have not lost their 
love of the old country and of:the old Church, 
Further, there are now clear signs that it. is 
the earnest desire of the great mass of the

Remember what it is that ‘our Church 
stands for. She lives on through the cen- 
turies, witnéssing the union of Christian 
liberty. and historic continuity. Ordered 
liberty in spiritual life—that is her motto.

GROWERS’ DEMAND FOR 
DUTY REMISSION. 

Mr. P. Hogan, Free State Minister of Agri- 
culture, in a recent letter to the Meath 
Tobacco Growers’ Association, painted out 
that, “while the question of tobacco-growing 
in the Free State continued to receive his 
sympathetic consideration, he was not yet 
in & position to declare whether a remission 
of duty in favour of home-grown tobacco 
could be made. 

The Governmént had made arrangements to 
permit, of experiments being carried out íor 
the present year by continuing the special 
grant which had been sanctioned to meet with 
war conditions. 

The Meath Tobacco Growers’ Association, 
in reply -to Mr. Hogan’s letter, observe that 
when the farmgrs were appealed to by the 
Department, through Sir Nugent Everard, to 
co-operate in “a scheme of experiments, 
which was designed with a view to ascertain- 
ing the commercial possibilities of tobacco 
growing in Ireland,” they willingly joined 
him in what they believed to be an honest 
effort to restore to Ireland a once-thriving in- 
dustry of which she had been unjustly de 
prived by the commercial jealousy of England. 
Until the introduction of Imperial Prefer- 
ence, Irishtgrown tobacco was sold on its 
own merits in competition with American 
tobacco. Since 1919 the situation was best 
described in the words of the report in the 
Department’s journal of May last :— 

“ Imperial Preference has almost ruined the 
market far Irish tobacco, and the experi- 
metters are holding their tobacco in the hope 
that something may be done to relieve Irish 
tobacco-growers’ from an* impossible compe- 
tition with the cheap coloured labour of 
India and Africa.” 

' It was owing to the belief that the Irish 
growers had in the justice of their cause and 
in the assurances given by members of the 
Provisional Government that they determined 
to continue, notwithstanding this new and un- 
expected handicap. They find it hard to be. 
lieve that the Government would seek to 
escape responsibility directly due to their 
action in continuing Imperial Preference, 
knowing its disastrous effect on the sale of the 
home product.

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EVICTED TENANTS’ MINIMUM 
DEMANDS. 


The Advisory Committee of the Evicted 
Tenants’ Association, at their meeting in 
Dublin yesterday, reiterated the resolution 
passed at the Mansion House meeting on 
April 12, claiming the right to reinstate every 
evicted tenant or his ropresentative in his 
own home, irrespective of the ler gth of time 
elapsed since the eviction of the man, or of 
his ancestors, took place. 

No other terms will be accepted by the 
Association, which also demands that “in 
cases where the planter has assigned or made 
over any fand taker by him for the purpose 
‘of evading the right of having such land fe- 
stored to the rightful owners, in all such 
cases the person In possession must surrender 
to the former tenant or representatives, with 
full report of his. stewardship while in occu- 
pation of said lands.’’ 


PRINCE OPENS BEAUTY SHOP. 


IRISH TIMES FOREIGN SFRVICE.

PARIS, Wednesday.

EXPECTED REPLY OF MEN TO 
. EMPLOYERS. 


Fhe announcement of the employers of dock 
labour in Free State ports to make an immedi- 
ate reduction in the wages of their emplovés 
came as a surprise to the men in Dublin 
yesterday mcrning. In labour circles no dis- 
position was shown to discuss’ the rew 
situation, but an official reply to the emnlovers 
is almost certain to be made by the Transport 
Workers’ Union at once. ) 

The wages of the dockers at present are 
16s. per day for oversea ships; 14s. per day 
for Silloth and Isle of Man boats, and 13s. 
a day for coasters. The “cut” which is 
proposed to be made by the shipping com- 
panies would bring down wages to the same 
level as those obtaining in England and Scot- 
land. The equalisation will only Be made 
in three ‘‘ cuts,’ the first of 2s. per day on 
Monday, 16th July; 
of not less than ls. or more than 2s. per day 
on 15th October and the lst January, 1924, 
respectively. 

The shipowners contend that the rates of 
wages at present paid in the Free State are 
much higher than elsewhere, with the result 
that employers and industries generally are 
seriously handicapped in comparison with out- 
side competitors. 

The men’s reply to this is that the cost of 
living is higher, and that there is less work 
in Irish ports than in other ports in England 
and “Scotland. 

There was a rumour in circulation at the 
port yesterday that a large exporting firm 
in Dublin had decided to transfer its business 
to England owing to the difficulty of carrying: 
on their export trade, but no confirmation 
could be had of the statement. 


DISPUTE IN CORK.

SHIP’S DISCHARGE HELD UP. 


The work of discharging the grain steamet 
Carrigan Head at the Cork quays was stopped 
yesterday. The cause of the stoppage is 
stated to be a dispute between sailors and 
firemen and the Belfast firm to which the 
vessel belongs. No local companies 
affected, 

The trouble was referred fo at the meeting 
of the Harbour Board yesterday afternoon- 
Mr. Doyle said that they should call on tha 
Transport Union to settle this difference. 
Some; of the mills in Cork would be starving 
in a day or two if the discharge of the vessel 
was not resumed. 

The Chairman (Mr. Wallace) and Mr. 
Doyle were appointed to try to arrange a 
settlement.

ENGLISH DOCKERS REJECT 
LEADERS ’ ADVICE. 


Fourteen thousand dockers in England toos 
part in ap unofficial strike on Tuesday against 
a reduction of a shilling a day in wages, ‘es- 
terday the number was largely increased. 
Under the agreement with the employers, 
wages are to decline a shilling if the Board 
of Trade cost of living figure goes down 10 
points. A fall of 10 points has been recorded, 
but the dockers challenge the method of 
arriving at the index figure. 

The leaders have exerted al! their influence 
to get the men to resume work. no one ap- 
pears to know where the strike began, but it 
spread very quickly. The principal ports 
affected by it are Hull, Bristol, London, 
Grimsby, and Cardiff. 

FLOUTED LEADERS. 

In spite of the efforts made by Mr. Ernest 
Bevin and Mr. Harry Gosling, M.P., the 
leaders of the Transport and General Workers’ 
Union, to check it, the dockers’ strike spread 
widely in London yesterday. About 14,000 
men have now stopped work at the big docks— 
Victoria and Albert, the King George V., the 
Surrey Commercial, and both the East India 
and West India basins, Fresh stoppages, en- 
tirely sporadic, occurred hourly yesterday. 

The unofficial strike leaders went from ship 
to ship, starting at 6 o'clock in the morning, 
and all types of cargoes were affected, with- 
out discrimination, until almost every man at 
these docks was out. Supplies of frozen 
meat are the principal food cargoes “held up. 
‘The Transport and General Workers’ Union 
is saying nothing about the trouble, except 
that the strike is unofficial and in defiance of 
orders.
